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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8-22, 24-27, 29-30, and 32-42 were presented for examination in 
the present application. The instant amendment cancels claims 22 and 40 without 
prejudice. Thus, claims 1-4, 6, 8-21, 24-27, 29-30, 32-39, and 41-42 are presented for 
consideration upon entry of the instant amendment, which is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 , 24, and 42 are independent. 

Claims 13-22, 36, and 39-41 have been indicated as containing allowable subject 
matter. 

Claim 1 has been amended to Include elements of allowed claim 22, which has 
been cancelled. Thus, claims 1-4, 6, and 8-21 are in condition for issuance. 

Claim 24 has been amended to include elements of allowed claim 40, which has 
been cancelled. In addition, claim 33 has been amended to correct an obvious error. 
Thus, claims 24-27, 29-30, 32-39, and 41 are in condition for issuance. 

Claim 42 has been allowed. 

in view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is in 
condition for issuance. Such action is solicited. 

In the alternative, it is respectfully submit that the instant amendment places the 
present application in better condition for appeal. Thus, entry and consideration of the 
instant amendment, at least for the purposes of appeal, are respectfully requested.
